HE SAID CONVERSATIONS WITH ZAYYAT AND EGYPTIAN UN REP 
INDICATED EGYPTIANS HAD NOT DECIDED ON LINE TO PURSUE IN SC. 

MALIK DENIED SOVIETS FLOATED PROPOSALS TO CREATE SC COMITE ON 
ME OR REVISE RES 242, AND SAID COMITE IDEA STEMMED FROM UKDEL 
AND BRAZILIAN REP TALKING OF SC COMITE COMPOSED OF NON- 
PERM MEMBERS. RES 242 REMAINED BASIS OF SOVIET POSITION, 

AND JARRING SHOULD BE SUPPORTED BY BIG FOUR OR BIG FIVE 
TALKS ( HAVE TO WAIT AND SEE HOW CHINA HANDLED SELF IN DEBATE) 

SINCE ISRAEL IGNORED HIM AND HE COULD DO LITTLE BY HIMSELF. 

SCALI HOPED INFORMAL EXCHANGE OF VIEWS WOULD LESSEN CHANCES 
OF PUBLIC US- USSR CONFRONTATION IN SC, AND MALIK AGREED

TERRORISM - NONE FROM AFRICANS OR EE' S, THOUGH ALGERIA 
AND POLAND KNOWN TO BE PREPARING TEXTS. NETHERLANDS SUGGESTED 
VINCI GROUP CONSIDER COMITE CHAIRMANSHIP AND THOUGHT GOOD 
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ASIAN MIGHT BE BEST CHOICE. ( CONFIDENTIAL - USUN' S 1789) 

SOVIET VIEWS ON NAMIBIA - 

SOVIET REP MALIK THOUGHT SYG S CONTACTS WITH SOUTH AFRICA 
COMPLETE WASTE OF TIME AND SHOULD BE TERMINATED, AND CLAIMED 
AFRICANS WITH WHOM HE HAD SPOKEN SHARED VIEW. SCALI INDICATED 
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US APPRAISAL OF NAMIBIA PROBLEM AND SYG' S REPORT QUITE

WDC SPECIAL COMITE - 

HOVEYDA ( IRAN) TO MEET WITH PRC REP MAY 14, USUN LEARNED. 

UK AND FRANCE CONFIRMED THEY TOLD HOVEYDA THEY WOULD PARTICI- 
PATE IN SPECIAL COMITE ONLY IF ALL NUCLEARS DID AND WOULD 
SEEK INSTRUCTIONS ON COOPERATION. SECRETARIAT OFFICIAL
